CHICAGO, March 2?.—A determined 


attempt at murder and an equally de 
termined attempt at lynching on th 
part of thousands of furious ci'ci/.en 
turned the leading-business corner o 
the city into a. turmoil shortly afte 
noon Wednesday. The victim of th 
tragedy -was \Vm. .I* Clifford, a lette 
carrier, and his assailant Guy T. Qlm 
stead, an ex-substitute carrier. 


Clifford had left the post office a 


noon with a bag full of mail and pro- 
ceeded on foot toward his destination 
When he reached the center of th 
roadway near the corner of Clark am 
Madison streets, Olmslcad, who wa 
walking a few feet behind him, sue 
denly drew a large revolver and firet 
at Clifford's head. The shot took effe 
behind the left car and the unfortuna 
carrier dropped like a log. Quickl 
stepping up to the prostrate man the 
would-be assassin fired two more shots 
in rapid succession, one bullet entering 
the shoulder and the other the right 
side. 


The hundreds of pedestrians in the 


immediate neighborhood had stood 
horror-stricken for a second when the 
first shot was fifed, and then they made 
a brenk for the assailant

How lh* Champion of Protection Stumbled 


.'•• Over UlmMlf. 


Bixty:iave of Maj. McKinley's »peech«~ 


and addresses have just been printet 
in one lar?e volume, intended as bti 
to induce the next republican nomina 
tion for the presidency to come this 
way 
Hero are a few of the contradic 


tions on the subject of "who pays tarif 
taxes" as they occur in McKinley's new 
book: 
' 


VVhat, then,-is the tariff? The ta.- 


iff is a tax put upon goods made out- 
side of the United States and: broug-h 
into the United States for sale and con 
sumption. If a man comes to ourcitie_ 
and wants to sell goods'to our people 
on the street, we say to him: "Sir 
you must pay so much into the city 
treasury for the privilege of selling 
gooda to our people here." Now, why 
do we do that? We do it to protect our 
own merchants. Just so our govern 
ment says to the countries of the olc 
world: "If you want to come in am 
sell to our people,' and make money 
from our people, you must piy'some 
thing for the privilege of doing it' 
Now, that is the tariff (pp. 185, 186 
October 29, 188B). 


We tell every man in America who 


wants Scotland's pig iron, if he think 
it is better and does not want the 
American pig- Iron—we tell him that i: 
he must have the Scotch, '-'you mus' 
pay for the privilege," and in that way 
,,we maintain that great' industry (p. 
188; October 29, 1885). 


Under this law (the MeKinley bill) 


the (UalUd States) government cannot 
go abroad and buy what it can get a1 
home; without paying- a duty. The re- 
sult will be that the government -here- 
after Avill buy more at home and less 
abroad—and it ought to. (Applause.) 
(p. 511; April 10. 1891). 


They say "the tariff is a tax." That 


is a captivating cry. So it is a_ tax; 
but whether it is burdensome upon the 
American people depends upon who 
pays it. If we pay it, why should tho 
foreigners object? Why all these ob- 
jections in England, France, Germany, 
Canada, and Australia against the 
tariff law. of 1SOO, if the American con- 
sumer bears the burdens, and if the 
tariff is.qnly added to the foreign cost 
which the American consumer pays? 
If they pay it, then we do not pay it 
(p. 578; Jlay 17,1892). 
'Last year we paid 855,000,000 out of 
our own pockets to protect whom? To 
protect the nien in the United States 
who are producing just one-eig-th of 
the amount of our consumption of 
sugar. Now we wipe that out, and it 
will co^t us to pay the bousty ju»t 87,- 
000,000 every twelve months, which 
furnishes the'same protection at very 
much less cost to the consumer. So 
wo save 847,000,000 every year and 
leave that vast sum in the pockets of 
our own people.
